Gallant Fox successfully fought 
off the early challenge of the Kgn- 
tucky pride, Tannery, then beat

FIRES FIRST SHOT 
THROUGH WINDOW 

Enters and Shoots Relative, 
but Runs Out When 
Lights Are Switched Off 
and Kills Self. 


Invading ‘a family party in the 
basement of a Belleville home last 
night, John Cook, 45 years old, a 
coal miner of Caseyville, shot and 
killed his estranged wife and his 
brother-in-law and then _ killed 
himself. 

The brother-in-law, John Hart, 
35, an automobile mechanic, of 
Swansea, a Belleville suburb, died 
instantly with a bullet in the brain.

Mrs. Naidu Said to Seek to 
Renew Civil Disobedience 


Campaign at Scene of Re- 
cent Riots.

BOMBAY, May 17.—The salt 


war in Bombay presidency tonight 
appeared to be working to @ crisis. 
While successive groups of civil re- 
sistance volunteers poured into 


Dharasana to carry on the cam- 
paign against the Government salt 
depot there begun by Mr8. Sarojini 
Naidu. 400 other volunteers as- 
semmbled this afternoon in Bombay 
and planned to march tomorrow 
on the salt depot at Wasala, six 
miles away. 

A large force of police has been 
called out to frustrate the attempt, 
the nucleus of their concentration 
being at Jacob Circle, on the line 
of March to Wadala. The volun- 
teers changed their plan of march- 
ing en masse and decided to split 
into small groups so as to spriad 
out the police. It is thought they 
plan to reassgmble at Gowari, 
which is near the salt pans, and 
launch a raid from there. 

A third raid is projected at the 
Shiroda salt works and the police 
have made preparations to meet 
anhy contingency there. 

Police Halt Raid. 

The third attempt to capture the 

Dharasana salt pans, made by fol- 
lowers of Mrs. Naidu without her 
personal leadership, was stopped 
by police today. The volunteers 
were halted in the road, as they 
were in the other forays, and sur- 
rounded by a cordon of officers. 
They showed passive resistance as 
in the other attempts, spinning 
cloth and singing religious songs. 
' It is uriderstood that Mrs. Naidu, 
having begun the Dharasana cam- 
paign, feels that she need no long- 
er stay at her oamp, Untadi.

Hundreds 
of cars from thig section dally are 
exploring the charms of one of 
America’s most picturesqué areas 
and the travelers are encountering 
spots whose historic appeal can 
scarcely be described verbally. ~ 
For Old Spanish Trail— 2743 
miles of it from St. Augustirie, Fia., 
on the east to San Diego, Cal., on 
the west—is the path over which 
Oreast- plated conquistadores 
tramped westward in search " ‘of 
gold and glory, over which cowled 
monks moved on their Christian 
pilgrimages. It is a stretch bathed 
in the blood of the daring, over 
Which five flags have flown. 
From one end to another the 
\trail is of breatn-taking beauty. 
There is the savannah country of; 
|Florida, the lowlands along the 
Mississippi Gulf Coast, the ancient 
charm of New Orleans, the rice- 
‘producing areas of Loulsiana, the 
ssomnolent Teche country in which 
ithe Acadians found refuge, the 
ever-intriguing desert, the moun- 
‘tains of West Texas and the swing 
along tHe Pacific and the glories 
lof Southern California. 
Start at St. Augustine. 


From now until the middle of 
' June Old Spanish Trail is a mecca 
| for motorists and those who travel 
| it will find joys never dreamed of 
in the national parks along more 
northerly trails. 

| We will start at St. Augustine 
|and pick up momentum as we 60. 
| All main highways into the south 
arc in better .condition thdn ever, 
| due to the realization of the, Va- 
‘rious states that tourist ftravel 
means dollars and cents. The mot- 
orist may travel southward over 
whatever trunk road is nearest and 
strike the trail at any of a half 
dozen points. He may reach the 
transcontinental route at Jackson- 
ville, Mobile. New Orleans or San 
Antonio. The history of the coun- 
try traversed by the trail is not 
easily gathered, for rmmany of the 
records are in Spanish and much 
of the legend has been handed 
down to succeeding generations by 
word of mouth, leaving the seeker 
for information without written 
chronicles to guide him. 

St. Augustine. or San Augustin, 
was settled in 1565, the oldest town 
in the United States. Ponce de 
Leon sighted Floriia in 1512, the De 
Narvaez expedition landed at Tam- 
pa Bay in 1528 and in 1539 De Soto 
joined the ranks of the explorers. 
De Narvaez and De Sote fought their 
way westward over what is now the 
Spanish Trail to the Tallahassee 
ccuntry, where De Narvaez turned 
south to escape by sea and De Soto 
turned northward to wander 
through the south and west.

St. Augustine is the first of five 
great centers of missions and col- 
onizations along the Old Spanish 
Trail. The others are San Antonio,

Now we are off 
through the eastern coastal section 
of the United States, a section of 
palmetto-studded country little 
changed by man save in the urban 
centers. Palmettos and palms, oaks 
and pine ling the road. Hibiscus 
and bougainvillea flame out, and 
along the roadside are miles of 
wild primroses and Cherokee roses. 
Here and there little waterways 
wind their way. to the sea and we 
even see an occasiona) alligator 
sunning himself within a stone’s 
throw of the highway. 

Into Jacksonville we roll and on 
through Tallahassee and Chatta- 
hoochee, Marianne and DeFuniak 
Springs into Pensacola. Here we 
find more color and romance, for 
it was here that De Lune ianded 
in 1599 with the greatest “force 
that ever attempted the conquest 
of Florida. Indian enmity and 
bloody disasters in time forced De 
Luna to flee the peninsula, but 
not before he had written brilliant 
pages into the history of the new 
world. 

Through the pinelands of North- 
western Florida we roll and across 
the great Cochran Bridge over the 
Mobile and Tombigbee Rivers into 
Mobile. Once more we encounter 
romance and charm, for five flags 
have rippled over this age-softened 
city. 

Mobile was founded by ~ the 
French in 1711 and Fort Louis de 
la Mobile was built on the spot 
where the city hall now stands. 
jn the very heart of the town 
stands a huge granite cross in hon- 
or of Sieur de _ Bienville, who 
founded Mauvila, Spanish form. of 
the name.

Our speedometer trip gauge 
reads 482 miles, just a full day's 
drive over the trail from St. Au- 
gustine.

And of the merchandise 
snaidiai through the canal going 
toward the Indian Ocean, more 
than half comes from England. 
The great European ports of Mar- 
seilles, Genoa, Trieste, Salonica 
linked to the industrial countries 
of the north directly by rail, be- 
come the organs of universal com- 
merce. If the Mediterranean route 
were no longer free, what would 
become of the powerful way sta- 
tions of Algiers, Port Said, Aden, 
Colombo and Singapore? The 
Mediterranean has ceased to be a 
European lake, it is a world 
thoroughfare. 


France’s Colonial Possessions. 


In thinking thus we place our- 
selves in purely a French view- 
point. Certainly our country has 
a most eloquent need of a free 
Mediterranean. We were well 
aware in 1914 of the danger to our 
country of being separated from 
Algeria which forms three of our 
departments. The same peril ex- 
ists in the case of Morocco ‘and 
Tunisia, The peril exists too in 
the same way for our colonial pos- 
sessions, our relations with Mada- 
gascar, Reunion, the Comores Is- 
lands and Djibouti, as well as In- 
do-China, French India and New 
Caledonia. We are certainly not 
striking at the interests of Italy. 
Overpopulated, and with the num- 
ber of her inhabftants increasing 
beyond her resources and forced 
to undergo steady emigration, 
Italy needs the importation of raw 
products. She is unable to isolate 
herself or become self-sufficient. 
She must receive with security 
jeereals, meats, coal, cotton, silk, 
wood, iron and minerals. It is 
well understood that she wishes to 
develop her foreign commerce. It 
is a question of what are the needs 
of a nation with three colonies, 
Libya, Eritrea and Somaliland, 
and of a nation like France,

~ “The big.groblem, of coursé, igito make 
the masses citizens, infact, as well as theory. 
The Government is trying to do it by giving 
them education, morale and a decent place 
in the economic system. That’s the main pur- 
pose of the social and industrial innovations. 
Some of them are experimental, I suppose, 
but they are definite attempts to remedy con- 
ditions. 

“Take the new criminal code. It is-based 
on the theory that most people who break 
laws are mentally or physically afflicted and 
should be treated rather than punished. The 
death penalty has been abolished. 


Procedure at Criminal Trial. 


“When a person goes to trial, there is no 
jury, but a judge and a commission of 
psychologists and physicians pass on his case. 
There is a public defender as well as a pros- 
ecutor. Witnesses are heard in the absence 
of the accused. The public is excluded from 
the court room. If it is decided that the de- 
fendant committed the offense charged, he is 
sent to an institution for an indeterminate 
time, and a thorough study of him is made by 
the experts. Treatment adapted to” his par- 
ticular case is prescribed. If it is desirable, 
and possible, a trade is taught him. Efforts 
are made to instill a proper social feeling in 
him. When he can satisfy an examining board 
of experts that he is fit to take his place in 
the world again, he is released. If he never 
can be anything but a menace to society he 
is a life prisoner. 

“Prisoners whose records justify trust are 
put to work on the roads at standard wages, 
and their pay goes to their families, They 
work without guards, and it is intended to 
make them feel that they are not working 
under compulsion as convicts, but are helping 
the Government. 

“As is generally known, under the new 
code there is no penalty for theft, if com- 
mitted because of hunger. And it has been 
my observation that the Mexican Indian steals 
only to satisfy hunger. I always leave my 
house in Mexico unlocked. If some needy 
fellow takes a little something from it I can 
go down to the market and get it back for a 
peso or two.” 

The new Mexico, one gathers from its 
emissary’s account, is in a very fever of road 
building. Its soldiers as well as prisoners and 
free civilians are laboring to complete a 15,- 
000-mile program begun in 1926. Farmers 
are working without pay, from 4 to 7 p. m., 
to build a highway between Brownsville, Tex., 
and Tampico.

This road system, according to Kelly, is 
gradually putting the bandit out of business 
by removing his inaccessibility. With hard 
roads ready for the rapid transportation of 
troops it is becoming increasingly difficult for 
the lawless gentry to keep out of the reach 
of Government forces. 

There is virtually no organized crime in 
the larger Mexican cities, Kelly declared. 
One sees no armored automobiles carrying 
money about the streets, as such a precaution 
has not been found necessary. 


Mexico’s Land Policy. 


“‘Mexico’s land policy,” Kelly said, “has a 
double purpose—improvement of the eco- 
nomic condition of the individual and devel- 
opment of a national agriculture. Public land 
is being distributed on the homestead plan, 
under the Agricultural Commission. The pur- 
chases of the land, stock and farming equip- 
mem are financed by bonds handled by the 
Banco Agricola and its branches in the vari- 
ous districts. 

“Long periods are allowed for paying off 
the bonds, part of the products of each 
farmer being deducted for this purpose. Co- 
operatives, similar to the California Fruit 
Growers’ Association, govern the planting, 
reaping and sale of crops and through them 
the bond payments are made. , 

“A person who buys public land under this 
system cannot dispose of it for 35 years. 
Each district must maintain at least one 
school and a social center for the workers—a 
‘casa de obrero.’ The district school often 
serves also as the social center. Roads, dams, 
irrigation ditches and such improvements are 
built by the farmers, working without pay, 
the Government supplying the necessary im- 
plements. . 

“This agricultural system is but one appll- 
cation of the general co-operative idea in 
Mexico today. All the docks in the country, 
except those at Vera Cruz,. are operated by 
the union of longshoremen and stevedores.

There 
is, of course, no new in thé Morrow proposal. 
It is sensational not for itself but for the quarter 
from which it comes. Mr. Morrow is not a politician, 
but a practical man of affairs who has left business 
to render public service. He is another such man as 
Senator Couzens of Michigan. Te say that he digni- 
fies the opposition to national prohibition is not an 
exaggeration. 

Mr. Morrow does not discuss the merits of natiqnal 
prohibition. He simply holds it impracticable, and 
he leaves the country to infer that he has broken 
his silence upon the subject only after that thorough 
and deliberate consideration which characterizes all 
his actions. He asks if it is good for great numbers 
of ‘our people to conceive of the Federal Government 
as an alien and even as a hostile power. He believes 
that the liquor problem is one of those not altogeth- 
er soluble, as he also believes that we can more 


we can by thrusting them aside. 3 
Mr. Morrow has no hard words for the prohibition- 
ists, nor can they have any for him. The man 
whose tact and diplomacy smoothed out our difficul- 
ties with Mexico, and whose conspicuous conciliating 
abilities helped to keep the London conference from 
breaking up, is not to be branded as something less 
than a great and useful citizen of the Republic. 
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STATE COMPENSATION INSURANCE. 
The proposed law for State insurance under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, to bé ‘submitted to the 
voters on initiative petition next November, has re- 
ceived the indorsement of the board of St. Louis 
League of Women Voters. An effort will be made to 
have the law approved by the State convention of the 
League, which meets at St. Joseph, May 22 and 23. 
Modeled after the successful Ohio law, the Missouri 
proposal, while permitting companies to insure them- 
selves if they care to do so, will create a State insur- 
ance fund to take over employers’ liability policies. 
Employers will save a considerable sum in reduced 
premiums, and the abuses under the present system 
will be eradicated. A State insurance fund is a neces- 
sary corollary to the full success of our workmen’s 
compensation legislation. 
The focal League of Women Voters, always inter- 
ested in progressive and forward-looking movements, 
is to be commended for its action. We trust it will 
be ratified by the State convention. 
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A SCHOOL OF POLITICS. 
As vendors of what they were pleased to call “se- 
curities” the Young brothers revealed a good many 
qualities. They had organizing ability, nerve, en- 
thusiasm, the art of imbuing their subordinates with 
zeal, and uncanny political discrimination.

erous retainer to Mr. Shartel. And the battalion of 
lawyers mustered into their service all bore the im- 
print of political influence, including that author of 
our bone-dry law, Senator McCawley of Carthage, the 
Draco of the Ozarks. We believe it may in fairness 
be said that the Young brothers left nothing to 
chance that might more effectually be directed by 
politics. 
Well, what of the future, when the gusty winds of 
the present have calmed and such atonement has 
been made as the State may or may not exact? A 
career awaits these talented members of the nimble- 
witted fraternity. The serene and satisfying fields 
of education beckon. In some cloistered nook of stone 
and steel, far from the madding whirl of singing 
brooks and meditative elms and brooding hills, they 
should establish The Young Brothers School of Pol- 
itics. As to the curriculum, the tuition, the induce 
ments to take the course, the guarantees to be given 
with each diploma—these details may be left to the 
Young brothers, all right. And for this little college 
we predjct a glittering success. Students will flock 
to it in eager droves. And sitting there at the feet 
of the masters they will learn all there is to be 
taught of the science of practical politics. For the 
Young brothers know everything in the political 
books from Plato to Ruth McCormick.

¥F I ever thought well of guides, I don't 
| now. Granted the convenience of having 
your baggage looked after and all ar- 
rangements made for you, I still think 
they’re impossible. A few days ago guides 
took some friends of ours from Australia 
to a Paris station hotel where I 
thought only the people who were going on 
a drunk the last three days in Paris and 
wanted to be sure to catch the train, stayed. 
They had all their meals at the hotel, 
and poor at that, when Paris is crowded 
with restaurants which would make Epicu- 
rous wish for nine lives.

Sunday we went with these people on a 
typical trip to Versailles. There were 
about 15 other people on their tour. First 
we stopepd at Malmaison—a charming 
place out of Paris where Napoleon and Jo- 
sephine lived before he was Emperor. It is 
very simple, not unlike our New England 
colonial style, and set in nice grounds. The 
palace is being redone and strengthened, 
thanks to John D. Rockefeller Jr. Some 
of it is closed off and most of it is minus 
furniture, I missed the personal touch in 
the palace.‘ I think one would like to see 
or imagine how its original occupants lived, 
not only to look at the Gobelins and mu- 
rals. The guide told me the furnishings are 
in storehouses in Paris, and despite numer- 
ous petitions to have them replaced, noth- 
ing is ever done about it.

Lunch took place at a poor hotel, 
and a bad meal it was, After that we went to 
see the royal carriages and then the Petit 
Trianon—from there to Hameaux.

ENATOR ROBERT F. WAGNER has

He didn’t come to the United States until 
he was 8 years old.

the world the same difficulties as 
those formerly created by the Ger- 
man land armaments. 

For Direct Accord With Italy. 

In order to obviate this danger, 
we are ready, we French Demo- 
crats, to help as much as we know 
how. We would accept very will- 
ingly a direct accord with Italy 
based on wise concepts which would 
prove mutually beneficial. But we 
think :the truth , was uttered on 
April 29 at Geneva by the Council 
of the Inter-Parllamentary Union. 
A general convention is needed un- 
der the patronage of the League of 
Nations. Only a universal confer- 
ence will be able to consider the 
nterests of unjustly forgotten coun- 
tries, to regulate the problem of 
the freedom of the seas and secur- 
ity of coast lines, to define the 
status of the Mediterranean which 
should remain an open sea to all 
the peoples of the earth. 

This conference cannot succeed 
without the presence of the United 
States—who are in reality vitally 
interested as I think I have shown 
—in checking the race for arma- 
ments. Their authority, their dem- 
ocratic spirit, are indispensable to 
ald peace lovers of Europe . still 
menaced by the survival of imperi- 
alism. To think otherwise is to 
blind oneself.

“St. Louis County is just as near 
the business district as Union ave- 
nue used to be a few years back. 
It used to take 45 minutes or more 
to make that trip «phe years ago, 
while now, because of automobile 
and good roads, you can almost go 
from any section of the county to 
the heart of St. Louis in 45 min- 
utes. 

“In addition there is virtually 
every facility available in nearly 
every section of the county.

ON SALE IN ST. LOUIS

Among the newest offerings of 
the Wenzlick Real Estate Co., 1610 
Chestnut street, is a twelfth-cen- 
tury German castle, whose walled 
premises occupy a high hill near 
Nurnberg.

season have been tentatively set, 
according to announcement of Mil- 
ton I. Shubert, general production 
manager for the Municipal The- 
ater Association which presents the 
summer season of summer opera 
in Forest Park. It is impossible at 
the present time, however, to ai- 
nounce the names of two of the 
operas which it is planned to in- 
clude in the repertory, and which 
the association hopes will possibly 
prove to be among the most im- 
rortant and significant of the en- 
tire season.

Of the number who come here 
with film ambitions, less than one 
per cent succeed in getting even a 
single screen engagement and less 
than one-fourth of one per cent of 
those eventually engaged are ever 
seen in pictures. 

The reason for this is that the 
girls begin as extras, working in 
“atmosphere shots” which often 
are completely eliminated in the 
process of editing, or even ‘when 
they do remain they are cut 80 
short as to be of no particular 
value to the individual.

Conditions are 
so filthy and obscene in our pris- 
ons that even the criminals cannot 
stand it. 


“The third reason is prohibition. 
Prohibition has resulted not only 
in overcrowded prisons, but also 
in pernicious and sudden wealth 
among criminals. Crooks are rich. 
Crooks can afford to give thou- 
sand-dollar bribes. Not every $40- 
a-week keeper can look unmoved 
at the vast and insinuating sums 
now commanded by his charges.

OSLO; Norway, May 17.—The 


funeral of Dr. Fridtjof Nansen 
took place today in a city bright 
with flags and gay with music. 
School children wound through the 
streets singing national songs in 
celebration of the one hundred and 
sixteenth anniversary of “Institu- 
tion Day,” and Norway's noted ex- 
plorer and humanitarian was hon- 


ored at impressive ceremonies in 
the university. 

Only during the actual funeral 
ceremonies was the gaiety hushed. 
The pageantry was suspended in a 
two-minute silence at noon, when 
all traffic was stopped and pedes- 
trians stood uncovered with bowed 
heads, 

The coffin, covered with the 
Norwegian national flag, lay in 
state in the central hall of the 
university, students stood guard 
while among the pallbearers was 
Capt. Otto Sverdrup, companion of 
Dr. Nansen in many polar adven- 
tures. 

King Haakon and Crown Prince 
Olaf were chief mourners in an 
assemblage of the most eminent 
personages of the nation. The 
service was non-denominational. 
Dr. Nansen belonged to no relig- 
ious body. 

The brief. ceremony ended with 
the playing of Grieg’s funeral 
march after a funefal oration by 
Uroft. &. Leland Editor, rector of 
the university. 

Spéaker Hambro of the Storting, 
expressed the nation’s sadness at 
the loss of “the last) great man in 
our present national history.

PLAGUE of lentete threatens 
Egypt again. The British Parlia- 
ment has been asked to appropri- 
ate $3,000,000 to aid in checking 
the destruction. Already certain 
sections resemble armed camps as 
the natives prepare to combat this 
crawling, flying, hopping blight. 
Special machines and chemicals as 
well as more primitive means are 
being used, according to word from the infested areas. 

From time immemorial the locust plague has been 
a scourge of mankind. These insects, of various spe- 
cles, infest nearly the entire world. They are found 
in this country, in South America, in Europe and 
Asia, But it is in Egypt and around Jerusalem, in 
the Holy Land, that the terrible destruction of the 
locust plague has most often been worked.

HEN the body 
of a murdered 
man was found 
in the weeds 
beside a, high- 
way near the 
village of Gra- 
vette, Arkansas, a short 
time ago, Sheriff Edgar 
Fields was summoned from 
Bentonville, the* nearby 
county seat, to take charge 
of the sftuation. Fields 
dropped his  prepara- 
tions for a forthcoming 
grand jury session and 
came on the run. The job 
ahead looked like a big one. 
Serving his first term as 
Sheriff, Edgar Fields had 
not’ yet become so calloused 
to the duties of office as to 
make a perfunctory cere- 
mony of a murder investi- 
gation. It challenged 
him. Murdered men aren't 
found very often in Benton 
County, Arkansas. In the 
main, it’s a law-abiding 
community. Moonshiners operaté in 
the hills around and about and once in 
a while somebody steals an automo- 
bile tire, but lawlessness in its more 
violent forms is infrequently encoun- 
tered. So the Sheriff was not a sea- 
soned manhunter. He was dealing with 
a problem comparatively new to. him. 
But he pitched into the problem and 
went to work. Just how competently 
he worked is indicated by the fact that 
within three days he had the murderer 
locked up in the Benton County Jail 
and had thwarted a $200,000 life-in- 
surance fraud. As subsequent events 
showed, this rural officer, in the situ- 
ation which arose, proved to be more 
than a match for an educated man, a 
university graduate, a professional 
man, who had spent months concoct- 
ing an elaborate plot which he thought 
was fool proof. And the strangest 
thing about it was that the Sheriff 
was able to sense his directions and 
bring this fantastic structure tumbling 
down without consciously realizing 
just why he did it. He acted on a 
hunch. 


HE case I refer to is the now 
famous case of the retired Co- 
lumbia (Mijssouri) dentist, Dr. 
Andrew J. Bass, who is awaiting 
trial for the murder of his friend 
and fellow conspirator, William Rob- 
ert Pearman, Columbia’ automobile 
mechanic. The doctor probably will 
make a determined fight for life 
on a plea of insanity, but so far 
as the murder is concerned, not 
much, apparently, remains to be dis- 
closed. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter, John 
T. Rogers, the doctor has made a full 
confession of how he plotted to ¢ - 
fraud the Lincoln National Life Insur- 
ance Company of Fort’ Wayne, Indi- 
ana, of $200,000; how he drew Pear- 
man into the conspiracy; how Peéear- 
man, using an assumed name, took out 
insurance policies and assigned them 
to Dr. Bass; how they searched for a 
victim to be killed in Pearman’s place 
and how, finally, Pearman himself was 
caught im the meshes of his own net 
and was slain by another paid accom- 
plice of the doctor; how the doctor and 
this accomplice then hauled the body 
to a remote section of Arkansas and 
threw it out beside the highway in the 
hope that upon finding it the inexperi- 
enced local officers would bungle the 
case and becioud the trail until it could 
no longer be followed. It was a fan- 
tastie plot that dipped into the un-

Lockheed Sirius is somewhat 
larger than the Wright J-6, 
which was used for compari- 
son with its predecessor, the 
J-56. But ite weight per horsepower is 
about the same. The Wasp weighs 
690 pounds, but it develops 420 horse- 
power at 2000 revolutions a minute. 
With the Wasp motor in its nose, Lind- 
berg’s Lockheed has a high speed of 
176 miles an hour and a cruising speed 
of 140 miles an hour.

was introduced for the first time at 
the Detroit Aircraft Show recently, it 
“hogged” the whole show. Everybody 
was enthusiastic over its possibilities. 
The Packard Diesel weighs slightly 
more than the J-5 that took Lindbergh 
across the Atlantic, yet its horsepower 
rating is higher, and consequently its 
weight per horsepower is about a 
quarter-pound less. 


SSUMING, however, that the 
Diesel is about equal to Lind- 
bergh’s original motor in 
weight and power, its advantages 
arise from its utter simplicity of 
construction, the great reduction in 
number of parts, ite more positive fuel 
feed, its elimination of electrical igni- 
tion and consequent reduction of fire 
hazard, the lack of radio interference 
and the more efficient consumption 
of the fuel carried. 

As a result, with the use of a Diesel 
motor, Lindbergh would be required to 
carry 20 per cent less fuel by weight, 
or 30 per cent less by volume, than he 
did originally. The advantages of this 
are obvious. 

Of considerable importance to Lind- 
bergh in this second assumed, trans- 
Atlantic flight would be his entire 
freedom from radio interference. A)- 
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though the modern gasoline motors 
can be grounded to minimize radio 
interference on the plane, the Diesel’s 
lack of electrical ignition eliminates 
this entirely. 

Radio apparatus, of course, would 
be a highly-important feature of such : 
a cross-ocean plane. It has been un- 
dergoing severe tests for the last three 
years. 

It has guided pilots along the most 
hazardous routes by means of an in- 
genious dot and dash system, and has 
kept them informed of weather condi- 
tions along every lap ahead of them. 

Further to assure his safe crossing, 
Lindbergh today would carry such in- 
struments with him as guided former 
Lieutenant James H. Doolittle, that 
intrepid stunter, safely through his 
hazardous experiments in blind flying. 

Perhaps the most valuable of. these 
instruments was the artificial horizon, 
a gyroscopic arrangement by which 
Doolittle was able to tell whether he 
was flying nose up or down, whether 
he was tilting to left or right.

meter, by which he could tell, 
down to 10 feet, how high he 
was from the ground. But supple- 
menting even this, Lindbergh might 
take with him the radio echo alti- 
meter, an invention of Dr. E. F. W.

Airplanes are made today so that 
they can right themselves of their own 
accord.

“The time was 
passing even then 
when you could do

requisites,” Chubb 
told me. “I remem- 
ber receiving a cer- 
tificate from the prin- 
cipal of the Brook- 
lyn Manuai testifying 
to my work there. 
When I asked what it 
was for, he said: 
‘Sometime you may 
need it to show what 
you've done.’ ”’ 

Chubb was getting 
along excellently in 
America. In 1903 he 
had the pleasure of 
delivering an address 
in Concord, Massa- 
chusetts, at the Em- 
erson centennial. He 
had the added pleas- 
ure of having Wil- 
liam James, the psy- 
chologist and philos- 
opher, comment fa- 
vorably upon it. Em- 
)  erson being what 
he is to Chubb, 
a sort of moral 
and spiritual and 
generally philo- 
sophical guide, I 
have no doubt 
that standing on 
the same Con- 
cord spot that 
this Emerson had 
graced, and orat- 
ing upon him, 
was one of the 
high places in 
Chubb’s life. 

It was shortly 
before this that 
the Ethical 
movement had 
begun to interest 
him. The Ethical 
movement had its 
inception in 1876; 
started by a young 
lecturer at Cornell 
University, one Felix 
Adier, the son of a 
rabbi. 

There was some- 
thing new in the 
way of morality 
needed, he believed; 
he wanted to “unfurl 
a new flag of peace 
and conciliation over 
the bloody battle- 
grounds where reli- 
gions had fought in 
the past.” He felt 
the power of the 
church was declin- 
ing; he would found 
something to take the 
church’s place for 
those who had be- 
eome unchurched. 
There was to be, too, 
considerable atten- 
tion given to the 
rearing of children, 
to the evils of the 
tenement districts of 
those days, to un- 
wholesome condi- 
tions. Morality 
would be _ helped, 
benefited by practi- 
cal as well as spiritual first aid. 

The Society for Ethical Culture of 
New York was the beginning. Men who 
believed with Adler came under his 
banner. Chubb was one of them. His 
first official post with the society was 
as assistant leader of the New York 
body. And other men already had gone 
to other cities. Among them was Wal- 
ter L. Sheldon, who became the leader 
of the Bthical movement in 8t.* Louis, 

A few years after Chubb took his 
first official post, Walter Sheldon died, 
and for a time the St. Louis body was 
without leadership. Chubb and Shel- 
don had been nesociates and were, of 
course, known to each other. Chubb’s 
wife had died. It came about that 
Chubb and Mrs. Sheldon were married 


and after a time Chubb came to St. 


Louls to head the movement here. 
That was in 1911. 

The Bthical Society now has got 
across the water to England and the 
continent, and it is Mr. Chubb’s opin- 
ion that the movement has gotten its 
roots into the soil. “The question of 
the existence or not of a Deity is not 
pivotal in our society,”’ he says. “We 
have among our membership believ- 
ers in God, agnostics, theists, atheists, 
Jews, gentiles and members of the 
Oriental religions. 


OW: HAVE few set. rules and 
no dogmas. When I speak 
on Sunday, when I per- 
form marriages or officiate at funer- 
als, the Deity is not mentioned. 
Men may believe as they will and still 
be among us. The Ethical movement 
is for the realization of right think- 
ing, right doing, of decency and hon- 
orable living. It places the individ- 
ual upon his own feet and makes him 
responsible to himself. It invokes no 
supernatural fear or terror. It makes 
no future promises. It endeavors to 
make worthy men and women, yet it 
tries for something more than that. 
It tries to make lives richer and ful- 
ler, to get into them all the potential 
beauty that the purely material can 
never engender. 

“We have in the St. Louls society 
about 450 members and perhaps 50 
more who might be called associate 
members, persons who are with us but 
who do not care to be considered ac- 
tual members of the movement. We 
have a Sunday school and we are tre- 
mendously interested in our children. 
We are interested in social conditions, 
and our women do much charitable 
work. 

“If I was a Fabian socialist, that 
does not mean that the members of 
the Ethical Society of St. Louls must 
be. They may have any social opin- 
lions they see fit. What I think is 

merely a challenge to the members of 

the society and something to 
break their minds upon. That 

is part of our liberality.” 
Mr. Chubb feels that in 

America the socialist 
movement is al- 
most irrelevant. 

He is not op- 

t im istic 
enough to 
see a better- 
ment of the condi- 
tion of the masses by 
way of the same tranei- 
tion that seems to be going 
on in England. He feels, for 
one thing, that the American is 
too interested in his individual prog- 
ress to care very much about mass bet- 
terment. He cannot imagine young 
Americans repeating the work of 
young Fabians of almost 50 years ago, 
men and women content with work 
enough to give them their livelihood, 
but work that would still leave them 
leisure to devote to “‘the cause.” 

He sees the great business interests 
in this country reaching out for every- 
thing they can lay their hands upon, 
seemingly perfectly assured of their 
future good will with the people. He 
thinks in America property and not 
person is of first importance, and finds 
his proof in the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court. 

Such political chicanery as that 
which has enveloped Muscle Shoals as- 
tounds him. He sees in it a complete 
disregard of the rights of the citizenry. 
To whom, he wants to know, do the 
great natural water-power resources 
of this nation belong if they do not be- 
long to its citizens?

logued him as a paranoiac, a type 
known as the most dangerous of 
the criminal insane. In Columbia, 
his birthplace, he was known as a 
mild-mannered man, but as one 
who never forgot a grievance and 
who nursed hatreds for years. It 
was an old hatred that finally led, 
in a roundabout way, to the insur- 
ance fraud plot, only, strange to 
say, the man he hated was not 
Pearman; who was eventually 
killed. It was his wife’s cousin, 
Machir Dorsey, of Indianapolis. 
Many years ago, according to 
Dr. Bass, in a signed statement to. 
two insurance men, Arthur F. 
Brinkman of St. Louis and E. O. 
Binkley of the Lincoln National 
Life Insurance Co., Mrs. _ Bass’ 
father signed a note for Dor- 
sey. When he died Dorsey 
asked Dr. and Mrs. Bass to sub- 
stitute their names for the 
father’s on the note. This they 
did and, the doctor says, they 
finally had to pay off the note, 
which was for more than $50,000. 
Dorsey afterwards became suc- 
cessful and the doctor felt that he 
should have reimbursed him and 
Mrs. Bass, Whether Dorsey ever 
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was under any obligation to Dr. 
Bass has not been proved, but the 
doctor claims Dorsey was morally 
responsible and should have made 
the note good. 

The upshot of it was that Dr. 
Bass began to hate Dorsey with a 
magnificent hatred. For two years 
he brooded over what he thought 
was a great wrong to him and his 
family. This became such an ob- 
session that he devoted a year or 
more to a plot against Dorsey's 
life. He maneuvered to have Dor- 
sey assign him $100,000 of life 
insurance as security and then 
hired gunmen to kill Dorsey. But 
this plan was frustrated and he 
called the gunmen off when he 
learned Dorsey had reassigned the 
policies to somebody else. Until 
recently, Dorsey never knew of his 
close call. 

With the Dorsey plot frustrated, 
Dr. Bass then turned to another 
scheme by which to rehabilitate 
his fortune. He based it on the 
circumstance of William Folta’s 
disappearance 17 years ago. Pear- 
man, who had been a conspirator 
in the Dorsey plot, also entered 
into this. Posing as William Folta, 


Pearman would take out $200,000 
of insurance. He would then as- 
sign this to Dr. Bass in a land 
transaction—Dr. Bass had dealt 
extensively as a land speculator 
since his retirement as a dentist 
—and then William Folta would 
be killed. That is, somebody 
would be killed and Dr. Bass 
would identify the body as that 
of Folta. Pearman, meanwhile, 
would resume his real identity 
and they would split the profits. 
The big job was to find a body, 
to obtain a victim who would be 
found and identified as Folta. 
Fh teerver Rice of Ashland, 
Missouri.

ALLEGRO CON ROW-DE-OW-DOW 
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Revelations Concerning 


a Popular Malady. 


MERKCA is fast becoming a na- 
Ae of boop-de-doopers, voh-de- 

oh howlers and ah-cha sneezers. 
Not that you can blame anyone. The 
patter is poured out of countless loud 
speakers every night and friends .of 
the radio audience are bound to pick 
up a more or less crooning knowledge 
of it. 

The scientific explanation of voh- 
de-oh-do, row-de-ow-dow and similar 
phenomena is that they are natural ad- 
juncts of the epileptic and  nerve- 
wracking stagger with which one re- 
acts to dance music. People in the 
stress of excitement or anguish fre- 
quently exercise the vocal cords to 
ease their feelings. If a man yells 
when he sits on a hot stove, science 
points out, he suffers much less than 
he would if he sat there without yell- 
ing. Science further advises that if a 
man didn’t row-de-ow-dow or ah-cha 
while oscillating about, he would prob- 
ably fall in a heap. Hence this yap- 
ping process is regarded as a blessing 
in disguise. The disguise, incidental- 
ly, is very good. 

The malady that attacks a man when 
he hears popular music is known in 
scientific circles as dementia foxtrot, 
or, to put it in everyday language, jazz 
cramps. The symptoms are easily rec- 
ognized—dilated pupils, racing pulse, 
feverish brow and extreme restless- 
ness (gyration urge). ' 

Ordinarily, a person stamps about 
the room with short, spasmodic steps 
while swaying the body and flapping 
the hands. However, it is not un- 
common for people to throw out their 
arms and remain rigid except for a 

‘ff slight shivering motion. Othera un- 
dulate the knees for a few measures 
and then solemnly bend themselves
